Burgess 
first was elected to the council in 1942, was re-elected four times,

The City of Menlo Park paused 
yesterday afternoon to honor the 
memory of Charlies P. Burgess, 
city councilman and eight times 
mayor, who died Sundgay night in 
Palo Alto Hospital a€ the age of 
52. 


Funeral services were conduct: 
ed at 3 p.m. at the Menlo Park 
Presbyterian Church by the Rev. 
Don Emerson Hall. Interment 
was in Alta Mesa Memorial Park 

During the afternoon, city hall 
offices were closed, as were mem- 
ber firms of the Menlo Park-Ath- 
erton Board of Realtors and a 
number of other business estab- 
lishments throughout the com- 
munity. i 

Mr. Burgess succumbed to a ma- 
lignant tumor. He had entered 
the hospital May 14, after being 
confined to his home for several 
weeks, > 
WIDELY RECOGNIZED 
During his 15 years as a mem- 
ber of the City Council, and 8 
years aS mayor, Mr. Burgess had 
won statewide recognition as an 
outstanding public official, He 
helped to develop such municipal 
concepts as free public offstreet 
parking and the professional-ad- 
ministrative zoning for which 
Menlo Park has become widely 
known. ‘ 

In 1954 he served as president 
of the League of California Ci- 
ties, an organization represent- 
ing all municipalities, large 
and small, in the state. 

‘First elected to the City Coun- 
}gil in, 1942, Mr. Burgess. found 
the Menlo Park of that day a 
small country town of some 3,000, 
split with discord and inefficient- 
ly run under a, council-commis- 
sioner form of &overnment. He 
was appointed mayor in 1946 and 
was retained continuously in that 
position by his fellow councilmen 
until 1953, when he stepped down 
because of the pressure of per- 
sonal business. 


During those year he led the 
city to its present city manager 
form of government and shaped 
the policies that have resulted in 
Menlo Park’s present reputation 
as one of the most efficient and 
desirable communities in Califor- 
nia, all this despite the tremen- 
dous pressures and problems. of 
growth to its present size of 25,000. 

In private life Mr. Burgess was 
a municipal bond analyst with 
the firm of Kaiser and Company 
in San Francisco. 

STANFORD GRAD 

Born in Alabama in 1906, he 
moved to the Bay area in his 
youth and was graduated from 
Stanford University in 1928. 


He is survived by his widow, 
Pauline; his daughter, Helen, who 
is a student at Stanford, and by 
a brother, John Burgess, all of 
Menlo Park. Another brother 
George, who resided in Palo Alto, 
died unexpectedly last month on 
the day that Mr. Burgess entered 
the hospital. His mother, Mrs. 
Ida Burgess, also of Palo Alto, 
died last December.

FACTS ABOUT FIRE PREVENTION |

GREASES and fats are a serious home kitchen fire 
hazard. Whether animal or vegetable, they all are 
highly inflammable. Special care always should 
be taken when cooking in deep fat. 

Fires caused by greases and fats are startling, 
but need not be serious unless they get out of 
hand. However, a minor grease fire can cause 
painful burns. Grease fires may be rendered harm- 
less if you aet fast. Remember: 

. Clean out the oven regularly to avoid an 

aecumulation of grease. 
2. Keep grease containers away from the stove. 

3. Window curtains and towels should not be 

close to the steve. Grease fires can flare up 
and ignite them. 

. In the event of any fire, notify the Fire 

Department immediately. 

» De not try to put out the fire with water 
If the fire staris in an open pan on the 
stove, slap a lid quickly over the container 
—or a wet towel. 

. If the jire is in the oven, smother it with a 

handful of salt or baking soda. 

Like most blazes, grease fires start from simple 
causes. This means they can be avoided by simple 
precautions and a little knowledge. Good house- 
keeping is the best possible preventive measure.

The shock came two months ago. That was when Menlo 
‘Park ‘first learned that Charles P. Burgess was seriously _ ill. 
“Through the weeks that followed, the question most asked in 


.this community was, “How’s Chuck?” 


Behind the repetition of the query lay the real concern of 
thousands, gach one faced with realization that this city could 


not forever have Chuck Burgess to guide it. 


Now that he is gone, we can do little but remember and 
pledge to each other that we will try to follow the course he set 


for Menlo Park. 


To follow that course without him will sometimes be diffi- 
cult. Remembrance, however, is certain. His name, of course, 
is part of Menlo Park and will be known by generations through 


such little things as the title of a street, a recreation area. 


But until the last of this generation is gone, we will remem- 


ber the man. 


We will remember, most of all, his humility. Despite his 
tremendous ability, vision and keen understanding of community 
problems, he never felt that he alone knew the answer.
